Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  Seventeenth  Annual  Report 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  past  year,  on  the  whole,  has  been  a  very  satisfactory  one, 
from  the  sanitary  standpoint.  For  some  years  past  there  has  been  a 
steady  diminution  in  both  our  general  death  rate  and  in  the  deaths 
fiom  Zymotic  disease.  In  1906,  the  lowest  general  death  rate  is 
recorded,  and  although  the  Zymotic  death  rate  is  rather  higher  than 
in  1905  (when  it  was  phenomenally  low)  it  is  still  a  low  one. 

The  birth  rate  in  1906  was  about  the  average  of  the  previous 
ten  years. 

The  weather  during  1906  was  favourable.  There  was  a  good 
deal  of  sunshine  during  the  summer  months,  without  oppressive  heat. 
The  winter  was  mild,  and  very  little  snow  fell.  The  lainfall 
throughout  the  year  was  below  the  average  ;  January,  February, 
October,  November  and  December  showed  nearly  two-thirds  of  the 
total  fall, 
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Vital  Statistics. 


Population  at  Census,  1901  -  13,211. 

Population  (estimated)  1906  •  13,100. 

BIRTHS — During  1906  there  were  290  births  registered — 
144  males  and  146  females.  The  rate  is  22-1  per  thousand,  which 
closely  approaches  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years. 

DEATHS. — 157  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district.  One  of 
these  deaths  occurred  in  a  non  resident,  and  must  be  deducted. 
There  were,  however,  seven  deaths  of  residents,  who  died  in  the 
Okehampton  Workhouse,  outside  the  district.  The  corrected 
number  of  deaths,  then,  is  163,  which  gives  a  rate  of  12-4 
per  1000.  This  rate  is  below  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years, 
which  was  14*8  per  1000. 

Natural  increase  of  population  for  the  year  is  127.

The  highest  birth  rate  was  in  the  Chagford  sub-district,  and  the 
lowest  in  the  Bratton.  Last  year  Bratton  had  the  highest  birth 
rate. 


Hatherleigh  had  the  lowest  death  rate — in  fact,  it  was  phenom¬ 
enally  low.  In  1905  it  also  had  the  lowest  death  rate.  Bratton 
Clovelly  had  the  highest  rate. 

AGES  AT  DEATH. — 47  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  were  in 
persons  over  65  years  of  age.  Okehampton  had  the  largest 
proportion. 

INFANTILE  DEATH  RATE. — Under  one  year  there  were 
28  deaths,  corresponding  to  a  rate  of  96*5  per  1000  births.  This  i$ 
slightly  lower  than  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH. — Zymotic  disease  caused  8  deaths, 
viz. :  4  from  Whooping  Cough,  3  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  and  one 
from  Enteric  Fever.  The  rate  is  0  6  per  1000. 

CONSUMPTION. — Eight  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease. 
Hatherleigh  had  the  highest  number.  No  death  from  the  disease 
occurred  in  the  Chagford  sub-district. 

BRONCHITIS. — There  were  22  deaths  caused  by  Bronchitis. 
The  Tawton  sub-district  had  the  largest  fatality,  mainly  at  the 
extremes  of  life. 

HEART  DISEASE. — 16  deaths  were  due  to  Heart  Disease. 
North  Tawton  also  had  the  largest  proportion. 

CANCER. — There  were  ten  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer. 
Bratton  Clovelly  and  Chagford  had  the  largest  number. 

CHILD-BIRTH — One  death  followed  three  weeks  after 
Child-birth. 

INFLUENZA. — No  death  was  set  down  as  due  to  Influenza. 

ACCIDENTS.— Five  deaths  were  due  to  Accident,  four  of 
them  being  in  the  Okehampton  sub-district.  Two  were  due  to 
accidents  at  Meldon  Quarry,  one  to  the  falling  of  a  wall  at  Bridestowe, 
one  to  a  fall  from  a  ladder  at  Exbourne,  and  the  other  to  a  fall  from 
a  cart  at  Spreyton. 

SUICIDES. — There  were  three  cases  of  Suicide — two  in  the 
Hatherleigh  sub-district,  and  one  in  the  Tawton. 
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Infectious  Disease. 

Twenty-four  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  during 
the  year,  giving  an  incidence  rate  of  1-9  per  :ooo  on  the  population. 
This  can  be  looked  upon  as  satisfactory.  In  my  report  for  1905,  I 
gave  a  table  of  the  fital  Zymotic  diseases  for  the  previous  25  years, 
where  the  marked  reduction  can  be  seen.

SCARLET  FEVER. — The  main  brunt  of  this  disease  was 
borne  by  Chagford.  At  the  end  of  1 905,  two  or  three  cases  of  the 
disease  were  notified  in  the  village,  so  that  the  outbreak  in  1906  was 
a  continuation  of  those  eases.  The  cases,  as  they  were  notified,  were 
visited,  and  the  patients  kept  under  surveillance.  School  attendance 
apparently  had  no  influence  on  the  cases,  which  cropped  up  in  one’s 
and  two’s,  until  August.  I  think  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  disease 
was  spread  from  one  or  more  mild  cases  which  did  not  come  under 
medical  treatment,  although  visits  made  to  the  houses  of  children 
who  were  reported  absent  from  school  failed  to  bring  any  result. 

The  case  at  Drewsteignton  was  probably  derived  from  Chagford. 

The  two  cases  at  North  Tawton  were  almost  certainly  due  to 
infection  from  Cornwall. 

The  two  isolated  and  apparently  unconnected  cases  in  South 
Tawton  and  the  Belstone  case  could  not  be  traced. 

DIPHTHERIA. — The  solitary  case  notified  of  this  disease 
was  that  of  an  adult  at  a  farm  in  Throwleigh  Parish.  The  sanitary 
surroundings  were  good  and  no  disease  had  existed  amongst  the 
lower  animals.  We  know  very  little  about  the  habitat  of  the 
Diphtheria  germ  outside  the  body,  but  in  recent  years  it  has  been 
shown  that  healthy  persons  may  harbour  the  germ  in  their  throats 
and  so  convey  the  disease  to  susceptible  persons. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER. — In  January,  a  child  was  notified  as 
suffering  from  this  disease,  at  Crockernwell  (Drewsteignton).  It  was 
the  final  one  of  the  outbreak  reported  last  year.  The  child  recovered. 
As  will  be  mentioned  further  on  in  the  Report,  a  more  satisfactory 
water  supply  has  been  obtained  for  the  hamlet. 

The  other  case  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  in  a  visitor  to  Chagford. 
He  was  suffering  from  the  disease  on  his  arrival,  and  from  the  evidence 
of  friends,  contracted  it  at  Salisbury.  The  case  terminated  fatally. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  in  all  the  above  cases  of  Zymotic 
disease. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. — In  the  spring  of  the  year,  many 
cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  South  Tawton  Parish.  There  were 
four  fatalities. 

INFLUENZA. — Both  early  and  late  in  the  year,  many  cases 
of  Influenza  came  under  notice.  The  disease  was,  however,  of  a 
mild  type. 

MUMPS. “In  South  Tawton  and  the  adjoining  Parishes, 
several  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  autumn. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  school  during  the  year.

BELSTONE  WATER  SUPPLY.— In  consequence  of  an 
increasing  population,  especially  in  the  summer  months,  the  water 
supply  is  no  longer  sufficient.  To  increase  the  supply,  some  springs 
at  Tors  End,  on  Belstone  Common,  have  been  drained  to  collecting 
tanks,  and,  contingent  on  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  which  has  been  applied  for,  a  loan  will  be  obtained  to  convey 
this  water  to  a  reservoir — a  distance  of  about  950  yards. 

BR1DESTOWE  SEWERAGE. — The  drain  conveying  water 
from  the  brook  to  flush  the  sewer  having  become  defective,  it  has 
been  re-laid  for  a  length  of  100  feet.  The  weir  has  also  been  raised 
and  repaired. 

CHAGFORD  WATER  SUPPLY. — During  the  past  summer, 
efforts  qn  the  shape  of  trial  pits  and  collecting  drains)  were  made  to 
augment  the  water  supply  of  this  town.  The  efforts  did  not  result 
in  obtaining  sufficient  water  to  meet  the  increasing  demand. 
Negotiations  are  now  proceeding  for  the  purchase  of  two  or  three 
meadows,  in  which  are  springs,  and  from  which  an  ample  supply  of 
water  can  be  obtained. 

CHAGFORD  SEWERAGE.— In  consequence  of  complaints 
of  nuisance  from  the  Town  Meadow  outfall,  the  sewer  has  been 
extended  about  2co  yards  further  away  from  dwelling  houses. 
Improvements  are  also  contemplated  in  connection  with  the 
Orchard  Meadow  outfall. 

CROCKERNWELL  WATER  SUPPLY.— A  new  water 
supply  has  been  provided  for  this  village.  A  well  at  the  head  of 
the  village  has  been  made  larger  and  deeper,  and  protected.  A 
pump  has  been  fixed  at  the  well  to  supply  the  higher  part  of  the 
village,  and  a  syphon  constructed  to  supply  a  tap  for  the  use  of  the 
lower  half. 

MONKOKEHAMPTON  WATER  SUPPLY.— A  new  well 
has  been  sunk  for  the  public  use  and  a  good  quantity  of  water 
obtained.  On  settling,  the  water  will  be  analysed,  and,  if  of  good 
quality,  the  well  will  be  protected  and  a  pump  fixed. 

SANDY  PARK  WATER  SUPPLY. — A  new  pump  has  been 
fixed  to  the  public  well,  and  the  supply  of  water  was  satisfactory 
during  the  dry  summer. 

NORTH  LEW  AND  IDDESLEIGH  WATER  SUPPLY. 
The  public  pumps  in  these  villages  have  been  repaired  during  the  year. 

EXBOURNE  SEWERAGE.— A  contract  has  been  entered 
into,  to  replace  with  stoneware  socket  pipe,  the  last  remaining  section 
of  masonry  sewer  in  this  village — about  95  yards  in  length. 

STICKLEPATH  SEWERAGE. —To  secure  more  frequent 
flushing  of  the  public  sewer  in  this  village,  arrangements  are  now 
being  made  with  the  owner  of  the  mill  leat  for  the  supply  of  water 
to  the  flushing  tank  at  the  head  of  the  sewer  system. 
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Routine  Work  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

with  Remarks. 

INS PECTIONS.— -Practically  the  whole  of  the  28  Parishes 
have  been  visited  (some  on  several  occasions)  during  the  year,  and, 
in  many  of  the  vil  ages,  house  to  house  inspections  have  been  made, 
sometimes  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  result  of  the  visits  is 
brought  before  your  notice  at  the  monthly  meetings. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION —Year  by  year  there  is  a 
steady  improvement  going  on,  both  in  the  structural  condition  of  the 
cottages  and  in  their  surroundings.  There  is  still  room  for  much 
improvement,  however.  As  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports, 
there  are  still  cottages  with  pebble-pitched  floors.  During  the 
coming  year  I  hope  steps  will  be  taken  to  replace  these  with  cement. 
Pebble-pitched  floors  are  not  only  damp,  but  it  is  impossible  to  keep 
them  clean. 

There  are  still  a  few  instances  of  over-crowding  met  with. 
Lack  of  empty  houses  prevents  11s  dealing  with  them  satisfactorily, 
and  although  the  question  of  providing  houses  for  the  agricultural 
labourer  has  received  much  attention  during  recent  years,  the 
difficulty  is  still  with  us.  The  erection  of  cottages  to  fulfil  modern 
requirements  does  not  pay  ;  it  is  on  this  point  that  the  difficulty 
arises. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — The  dry  summer  again  showed  us  our 
weaknesses  under  this  head  : — 

North  Tawton. — As  mentioned  in  my  Report  for  1905,  it 
was  thought  desirable  that  a  larger  storage  reservoir  than  was 
at  first  proposed  should  be  provided.  An  Inspector  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  came  down  and  held  a  local  enquiry,  and 
visited  the  gathering  ground,  with  the  result  that  the  Board 
sanctioned  the  alteration.  An  application  has  been  made  to  the 
owner  of  the  land  for  permission  to  place  the  reservoir  in  a 
slightly  different  position.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  point  will 
soon  be  settled,  and  that  further  progress  will  be  made  in  a 
matter  which  has  been  hanging  on  for  several  years. 

South  Zeal. — During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
myself  put  a  good  deal  of  time  in  investigating  likely  sources  to 
supply  this  village  with  water.  We  decided  that  a  satisfactory 
supply  could  be  obtained  from  Dartmoor,  and  asked  that  a 
Parish  Meeting  should  be  called  (at  which  we  would  attend)  to 
discuss  the  matter.  At  the  meeting  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  a  proper  water  supply  was  necessary,  and  the  District 
Council  has  given  instruction  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
prepare  plans.  This  he  is  now  doing. 
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Bondleigh. — The  lower  portion  of  the  village  is  supplied 
in  a  very  fair  way  by  wells  and  gravitation  from  a  spring.  The 
higher  part,  however,  is  not  so  well  off.  The  public  well  near 
the  School  became  contaminated  in  some  obscure  manner 
(possibly  by  some  old  road  or  farm  drain),  and  now  water  is 
fetched  from  a  dip-well  which  is  not  favourably  situated.  A  new 
well  should  be  sunk  and  protected,  and  provided  with  a  pump. 

Sticklepath  — A  complaint  was  made  in  the  summer  by 
one  of  the  householders  that  the  water  was  bad.  On  enquiry 
I  found  that  he  was  the  only  complainant,  as  the  other  taps  in 
the  village  provided  good  water.  An  examination  showed  that 
tap  complained  of  was  at  the  “  dead  ”  end  of  the  main,  where 
detritus  had  gradually  accumulated.  The  matter  was  remedied. 


Hatherleigh. — A  complaint  was  made  in  the  summer 
as  to  scarcity  of  water.  Probably,  waste  was  at  the  bottom  of 
the  complaint,  as,  during  the  dryest  period,  some  15  or  16  gals, 
a  head  were  supplied  to  the  town.  Steps  are,  however,  being 
taken  to  augment  the  supply,  which  is  pumped  up  to  a  reservoir 
above  the  town  by  means  of  an  oil  engine. 

New  public  wells  have  been  sunk  at  Spreyton  and  Broadwood- 
kelly,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  increase  the  supplies  at  Chagford 
and  Belstone. 


WATER  ANALYSIS.— A  good  deal  of  work  in  this  direction 
has  been  done  during  the  year,  some  60  analyses  having  been  made. 
Records  are  kept  and  prove  of  great  service  in  showing  where  any 
deterioration  has  taken  place.  All  public  supplies  are  periodically 
examined  ;  but  in  addition,  private  wells  throughout  the  villages  also 
come  under  observation.  The  soft  waters  usually  met  with  in  this 
district  occasionally  are  found  to  act  on  lead  pipes.  Those  waters 
from  Dartmoor  have  a  marked  action  after  heavy  rains,  when  peaty 
matter  is  washed  in.  Although  duiing  many  years  lead  poisoning 
has  been  looked  for  amongst  the  consumers  of  such  waters,  no  case 
has  been  discovered.  This  I  attribute  to  the  lead  solvency  action 
of  the  water  being  intermittent,  and  so  the  body  is  able  to  eliminate 
the  poison  between  times.  The  few  cases  of  lead  poisoning  which 
have  come  under  notice  have  been  due  to  lead  absorption  from  the 
pipes  of  shallow  wells.  Here  the  solvent  action  is  not  due  to  peaty 
acids.  Iron  pipes  are  substituted  for  the  lead  in  such  cases. 

Where  galvanised  pipe  is  used  for  conveying  a  soft  water,  there 
is  frequently  found  a  trace  of  zinc.  This  is  undesirable,  but  I  have 
seen  no  definite  case  of  disease  resulting. 


SEWERAGE — No  complaint  has  been  made  of  the  sewage 
meadow  at  North  Tawton,  which  is  well  looked  after. 

H  atherleigh.— The  sewage  disposal  here  has  given  rise 
to  no  complaints,  but  the  irrigation  area  has  an  untidy  appear¬ 
ance.  More  attention  should  be  given  to  it,  and  the  portion  of 
land  nearer  the  river  would  be  utilised  with  advantage. 

Excrement  Disposal. — In  the  larger  villages  water  closets 
are  common,  but  pail  closets  are  still  frequently  used.  In  the 
smaller  places  pail  closets  are  general,  as  during  recent  years 
the  old  privy  pits  have  been  gradually  displaced  by  pails.  The 
next  point  of  sanitary  importance  is  to  get  the  people  to  use  dry 
earth  or  ashes.  The  contents  of  the  pails  are  generally  utilised 
in  the  gardens,  and  provided  care  is  taken,  and  the  contents  are 
buried  at  a  reasonable  distance  from  wells,  no  harm  is  found  to 
result. 

LODGING  HOUSES. — There  is  no  common  lodging  house 
in  the  district. 

BAKE-HOUSES— These  are  inspected  periodically.  They 
are  generally  found  clean  and  well  looked  after.  Lime-washing  is 
regularly  done.  Structurally,  most  of  them  are  fair  ;  but  in  a  few 
instances  the  oven  is  placed  in  the  living  room. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES.— Thesealso  are  regularly  inspected. 
Some  are  invariably  clean,  but  a  few  require  constant  supervision, 
or  offal  is  retained  too  long,  and  often  placed  in  undesirable  situations. 
One  butcher  was  summoned  for  a  recurring  nuisance.  In  one  instance 
only  was  it  necessary  to  condemn  unsound  meat,  and  that  was  in  a 
case  of  local  tuberculosis. 

MILK  SHOPS  AND  DAIRIES.— These  are  inspected.  A 
few  are,  structurally,  all  that  can  be  wished  ;  the  majority  are  fair, 
and  a  few  are  not  satisfactory.  As  a  rule  they  are  kept  clean.  The 
unsatisfactory  ones  are  being  dealt  with- — as  a  rule  only  one  or  two 
cows  are  kept. 

Except  to  the  Borough  of  Okehampton,  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
milk  being  sent  outside  the  district. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS.— Beyond  the  woollen 
factory  at  North  Tawton,  our  work  lies  chiefly  in  inspecting  small 
workrooms.  Nothing  has  been  found  wrong,  although  frequent 
inspections  are  made.  There  are  no  out- workers. 

No  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  district. 
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SCHOOLS. — All  of  the  Elementary  Schools  have  been  visited 
during  the  year — the  majority  on  several  occasions.  Sanitary 
improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year,  both  at  South  Zeal 
and  Germansweek.  On  the  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  the 
school  is  invariably  visited,  and  enquiries  made  as  to  any 
suspicious  cases.  Absentees  are  looked  up,  if  no  medical  man  has 
been  called  in. 

BYE-LAWS. — The  old  Bye  laws  for  the  three  larger  villages 
having  been  found  insufficient,  it  was  agreed  to  adopt  the  Model 
Byedaws  for  Rural  Districts.  Application  was  made  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  an  Inspector  was  sent  down  to  hold  an 
enquiry.  There  was  practically  no  opposition.  The  result  has  not 
yet  been  notified  to  us. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. — In  my  Report  for  1901,  I  dealt 
with  this  subject,  pointing  oat  that  from  experience  gained  in  the 
district  I  did  not  think  that  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  Scarlet  Fever 
would  have  been  of  much  service.  As  regards  Diphtheria  and 
Enteric  Fever,  the  question  is  a  more  complicated  one  ;  but  so  far, 
I  do  not  think  we  have  suffered  through  the  absence  of  such  a 
Hospital.  As  shown  in  my  last  year’s  Report,  there  has  been  a  great 
diminution  in  our  Zymotic  rate — a  diminution  which  will  compare 
favourably  with  districts  provided  with  means  for  isolation. 

I  have  to  thank  Mr.  Ward,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  much 
help  during  the  year.

NOTES  TO  TABLES  IV.  AND  V. 

(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “Residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions, 
whether  within  or  without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other 
deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are 
also,  in  columns  9.-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their  respective 
“Localities”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as 
given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non-residents  ”  occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  mann  r  to  be  excluded  from  columns 
2-8  and  9-15  of  Table  TV. 

i b)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  “Non¬ 
residents,”  and  as  to  the  “Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into 
account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The  “  Localities'”  in 
Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district, 

whether  of  “Residents”  or  of  “Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to 
being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for 
the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  ”  in  columns  9-15  of  Table  IV. 

should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub¬ 
columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2  of  Table  IV. 
should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  f  -15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year 
in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as 

due  to  Epidemic  diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis, 
Zymotic  enteritis,  Summer  diarrhoea,  Dysentery  and  Dysenteric 
diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea,  Cholera  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

In  addition,  and  as  regards  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  under 
the  heading  “Diarrhoea”  in  column  3  (Table  IV.),  are  to  be  included 
all  deaths  classified  as  “  Diarrhoeal  diseases  ”  in  Table  V. 

Under  the  heading  of  “  Enteritis  ”  in  Table  IV.  are  to  be  included  only 
deaths  over  one  year  of  age  registered  as  due  to  Enteritis,  Muco-enteritis, 
Gastro- enteritis.  Gastric  catarrh,  Gastritis,  and  Gastro -intestinal 
catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying 
practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have 
reason  for  including  such  deaths  under  the  specific  term  “  Diarrhoea.” 
Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease 
should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

(/)  Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be 
inoluded  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprise d  within  these  general 
terms.  Thus:  Under  “Cancer”  should  be  included  deaths  from 
Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma, 
Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under 
“  Puerperal  Fever  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia, 
Saproemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis,  Peii-  and  Endo -Metritis  occurring  in  the 
Puerperium. 

( g )  Under  “  Congenital  Defects  ”  in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from 
Atelectasis,  Icterus  neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Malformations  and 
Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

(k)  Under  “Tuberculous  Meningitis”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute 
hydrocephalus. 

( i )  Under  “  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  Tubercub  sis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

(/)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest 
case3  are  to  be  classed  as  “Certified”;  all  other  deaths  are  to  be 
regarded  as  “  LTncertified.” 

In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II.,  III., 

IV.  and  V.,  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables
